MEXICO CITY, July 
15.—OP>- 


After nine years of exile from their 
homes along the Yaqul river In 
southern Sonora, the "Toroeoyolli' 
or "Friends of the Whites" are en 
route back to £111 the soil that be- 
longed to their ancestor* for many 
generations and from which they 
were ousted by their more warlike 
Yaqul neighbors In 1920. 
They are traveling In * long cara- 
van 
from 
"El Agulla" Hacienda 
near here, where they have made 
their homes during the period of 
exile. Men, women and children, 
numbering several 
hundred, are 
trudging over the rough trail, driv. 
Ing before them their few beasts 
of burden and other domestic ani- 
mals. 


Once back in their homeland, 
which has been restored to them 
by order of the government, they 
will make merry with the noisy 
"Apaecolas" and "Matchlnes'1 for 
several days, singing In their na- 
tive "calta" and celebrating with

This condition, he said, has 
caused excesses which will con- 
stitute a large area of vacant and 
unsold public domain.

tices shall be increased from three 
to nine ant. the salary of the gov- 
ernor raised from $4,000 to $10,- 
000 annually will be determined to- 
morrow when Texans ballot at a 
special election on two proposed 
amendments to the state constitu- 
tion.
